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U.S. Destroyer Races 
Own Torpedoes To 
Attack Battleship 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 12.—(AP)—At the height of a 
violent sea battle in the Solomons, the huge gray hulk of a 
Jap Battleship came slashing through the darkness, her en- 
gines driving her at a speed of close to 25 knots. 

In her path was the audacious U.S. S. Laffey, the first of 
a swift new series of destroyers. 

The captain of the Laffey, Lieutenant Commander W. E. 
Hank, of Norfolk, Va., and her crew, were set for a kill that 
night. A few minutes eartier they had silenced the guns of 
a Jap cruiser. But this was bigger game. 

The report of the 12th Naval District told today of the sea 
epic, of the battle that raged November 12 and 13. : 

The Laffey rocketed straight at the vast shape of the Jap 
battlewagon, her engines racing at “emergency full.” To the 
crew of the destroyer it must have appeared that Command- 
er Hank was hurling his vessel at the enemy battleship in a 
head-on suicide thrust. But he had other plans—plans that 
had to be true to the last decimal. 

When the range was right Commander Hank let go with 
a salvo of torpedoes. But the Laffey was moving almost as 
fast as the torpedots. And it was clear that with both ships 
heading at full speed for the same square yard of ocean, the 
destroyer was going to be there first. But by how much?

It appeared that two 
of the torpedoes hit the battleship. 

And then, as a parting insult, the Laffey’s four 5-inch 
guns were turned on the battleship’s massive superstruc- 
ture. focused on the bridge. 

The bridge appeared literally to pulverize and blow 
away. “It was shot completely off the ship,” the Navy stated.

Then the little destroyer 
found herself in deeper trouble. She had separated from her 
companion ships and was surrounded by the enemy. There 
was a battleship on her stern, a second on her port beam, 
and two large Jap destroyers on the port bow. 

The Laffey and the two Jap destroyers opened fire simul- 
taneously. The Laffey put one Jap out of action and left her 
burning briskly. But the other put a torpedo into our ship, 
and got a fair hit on the Laffey’s deck. 


No-Quarter Duel Fought 
At Point-Blank Range 


The Laffey still had three of her 5-inch guns working. 
and turned them on the remaining Jap destroyer, in a no- 
quarter duel at point-blank range. Damage to both ships was 
tremendous. One after another the Laffey’s guns were si- 
lenced. Finally she was down to a single big gun. But she 
kept on fighting. The Jap destroyer tried to creep away. But 
she exploded and sank. 

The Laffey was left alone on the darkened sea. But she 
was a sorry sight of a ship, with all her guns silenced and a 
bad fire out of control. Then the Jap battleship whose 
bridge had been shot away straddled the Laffey with a salvo 
—— The destroyer was almost swamped by the 
splash. 

The fire was burning without hope of recovery. The 
wounded men were put on life rafts; the others in life jack- 
ets. Commander Hank gave orders to abandon ship. 

Commander Hank and three other officers were on deck 
forward. A medical officer was bringing up the last wound- 
ed man from sick bay. A violent explosion ripped the Laffey 
apart. The medical officer was trapped below; the captain 
was never seen again. The Laffey sank immediately.

Ten-D ay Observance 
Scheduled To Start 
January 21. 


One hundred thousand southern 
peanut growers will celebrate a 
“double victory” with the 10-day 
observance of National Peanut 
Week beginning January 21, W. B. 
Jester said yesterday. 


“Victory number one,” Jester, | 


executive  secretary-treasurer of 
the National Peanut Council, as- 
serted, “is the record-breaking 2,- 
504,000,000 pounds of peanuts 
southern farmers produced in 1942 
to aid the nation’s war efforts.” 

"Victory number two is the fact 
that Americans now are beginning 
io realize that the peanut, once 
largely associated with baseball 
games and circuses, is one of the 
most nutritious foods produced by 
the nation’s farmers.” 

Peanut Vital in War. 

Jester declared that the once- 
lowly peanut assumed a vital role 
in America’s war economy when 
the Japanese invasion of the east 
cut off much of the nation’s nor- 
mal supplies of vegetable fats and 
oil. Until the war, a great part 
1.700,000,000 pounds—of the Unit 
eq States’ fats and oils were im 
ported. 

“After Pearl Harbor, Secretary 
of Agriculture Wickard called on 
the south’s farmers to plant 5,000,. 
000 acres of peanuts in 1942,” he 
explained. “A total of 3,690,000 
acres of peanuts actually was har- 
vested, nearly double the 1941 pro- 
duction.” 

“Secretary Wickard has asked 
that 5.500,000,000 acres be planted 
in 1943,” he said. “The peanut 
council has made the achievement 
of this acreage one of its maior 
goals and | am sure that the 
south’s peanut growers will come 
through this year just as they did 
in 1942.” 

Plenty to Eat. 

Jester asserted that there would 
be plenty of peanuts for Americans 
to eat, even though the increased 
acreage will be used entirely for 
the production of peanut oil, essen. 
tial both for food purposes and for 
helping produce munitions. At 
Jeast 1,610,000 acres, the same as 
1942, will be allotted to production 
of peanuts for edible consumption 
this vear, he said. 

“National Peanut Week will be 
celebrated throughout the coun 
try.” the council official declared 
“Thousands of housewives are ex- 
pected to enter a peanut recipe 
contest we are putting on in con 
nection with Peanut Week. Thou. 
sands of retail stores already have 
Signified their intentions of fea 
turing peanuts and peanut prod. 
ucts during thé week. Hotels. rail- 
road dining cars and restaurants 
will feature peanut dishes on their

It is the 
hoarders—there are not many of them, but they are an active 
group—who are responsible for the problem which faces this Col- 
lege Park woman, Mary Bowier. She writes: “My sole support lies 
in my little cafe through which I have made my living since my 
husband’s death. I have an invalid sister to support. 

“Please help me in some way so I will be able to get the small 
quantity of meats and other supplies from the stores which I need 
in my business to enable me to make an honest 


living.” ofr 

She has a real problem, for the stores have & 
found it necessary to limit the amount of pur- & 
chases on a great many articles to prevent runs. 
If this was a large cafe, she, of course, could deal 
directly with a wholesaler and procure the neces- 
sary amount of supplies. 

The Ration Counter’s suggestion, after talking to OPA officials, 
is that she make a habit of trading at the same store and that she 
talk to the store manager and put*her problem to him. Univer- 
sally the loval grocery stores have expressed a willingness to co- 
operate in every way with the public in providing necessary food 
and other items.

The bride and groom, 
the minister and the attendants may go to and from the church in 
cars. Guests at the wedding must use public transportation facilities. 

If Mrs. Housewife has been laboring under the idea that soon 
she will be required to spend hours filling out. a complicated form 
and standing in line to get War Ration Book Two, she can relax 
her worries and rest assured that little time will be spent in ob- 
taining Number Two Book. In fact, the approximate length of 
time she will spend in procuring Ration Book Two, will be 10 
rv tes, according to a demonstration registration staged here this 
we by the regional OPA staff.

Since a large number of 
Reverend Whitfield’s congregation live in areas not served by 
public transportation, using his car to visit the sick would be per- 
missible under OPA regulations. However, members who can be 
reached by public transportation, should be visited in that manner 
in order to save as much gasoline as possible. 

This is not a question regarding rationing, but since it ties in di- 
rectly with the war effort, and since the Ration Counter believes 
that it probably is a question in the minds of many patriotic Ameri- 
cans, it is being answered here. 

The question was raised by Mrs. William P. Hill; of 499 West 
Peachtree, who since the concentrated scrap drive, has been able 
to find almost 400 pounds more of metal which she wants to donate 
to the war effort.

Junk Dealers Equipped To Handle

All scrap must pass through the hands of the scrap dealers, who, 
alone are equipped to do this sorting job. The scrap could be taken 
to one of the filling stations which still maintain its salvage pile 
and the station will send it on“%o the scrap man, or you may sell 
the scrap directly to the dealer. If you desire to make a contri- 
bution to the war effort, L. E. Walters, regional head of the WLB 
conservation division, suggests that the proceeds from the sale of 
your scrap be donated to one of the war charities or be used to 
purchase bonds or stamps.

Are Produced by FSA Groups

(P)—Eggs and broilers by the 
millions are being produced by 


Farm Security Administration 
aided families in Alabama, Geor- 
gia, South Carolina and Florida,

“tust an Ordinary Fellow” 

“I am just an ordinary fellow who wants 
to do a good job for Georgia.” 

Those words were spoken by Georgia’s new 
governor, Ellis Arnall, in his inaugural address 
delivered yesterday. In those words may be 
found strong basis for confidence that a 
new and happier day is dawning for Georgia. 

The strength of free peoples always lies in 
the “ordinary fellows who want to do a good 
job.” The 
dictatorships, springs from their belief 
miracile-working abilities of some self-anoint- 
ed leader into whose hands they deliver the 
fate of their state. oid 

Georgia, for the past two years, has suffere 
under the maladministration of a governor who 
conceived himself to be a superior being, gifted 
with some strange genius in edministrative and 
financial matters. Witness the ill-famed House 
Bill Number 1, enacted by a complacent legis- 
lature at his behest, which placed in his hands 
such dangerous control over all state affairs. 

In Georgia’s young, new governor, Ellis Ar- 
mall, the people have an executive who assumes 
no false infallibility. He is, instead, an honest, 
sincere Georgian, anxious only to serve his state 
to the best of his ability, determined only to 
free the state from the burden of politicians 
who seek special privilege, of public officials 
who consider their jobs as opportunities for 
personal gain rather than as mandates for 
public service. 

The new administration, Governor Arnall 
pledged in his inaugural address, will be the 
people’s administration. It will not be controll- 
ed by special groups. It will make the people 
the court of last resort in event such appeal 
becomes necessary. “If the professional poli- 
ticians force us into the corner,” said Governor 
Arnall, “we will strike back by stating our case 
clearly before the bar of public opinion and 
with the help of the people we will diSsipate 
’ any obstruction the politicians may attempt to 
place in our path.” 

Governor Arnall set forth some features of 
the program he hopes to see realized during 
his administration. 

He pledges to veto any bill designed to in- 


in 


crease taxes. 

He calls for the complete removal of the 
Roard of Regents of the University System from 
political influence, which will mean, also, res- 
toration of the various units of the system to 
full accredited standing. 

He afso recommends reorganization of the 
State Board of Education with a constitutional 
board created. 

An end to the scandalous pardon and parole 
racket is another goal. He wants the legisla- 
ture to take the responsibility of clemency 
away from the governor and place it in the 
hands of a non-political board. 

He asks repeal of the law that authorizes 
the governor to remove the comptroller-general 
and the state treasurer from office: that the 
State auditor be elected by the legislature and 
that the making of appropriations be restored 
to the legislature instead of being a power of 
the governor. 

One of the striking features of the address 
is the recommendation that a statute be enact- 
ed placing a limit on campaign expenses for 
governorship aspirants in both primary and 
general elections. If this is not done, he says, 
the day is near when only rich men may aspire 
to the office. 

He urges a lowering of the voting age to 18, 
on the argument that if youths of this age are 
old enough to fight for their country, they are 
old enough to have a say in the direction of its 
affairs. 

These were among the high lights of many 
sane and intelligent recommendations for need- 
ed reforms in state affairs. Of course, to 
achieve them, he must have the co-operation of 
the legislature. That such co-oper2tion will be 
forthcoming is already evident. The legislature 
realizes that the election of Arnall constitutes 
&@ mandate from the people, and it will seek 
to follow, as closely as possible, that mandate, 

It was a great inaugural address, a message 
of new hope to the people of a state which has 


viciousness of totalitarianism, of | 


for too long suffered under the maladministra- 
tion of demagogues or self-seeking politicians, 

Said Governor Arnall: 

“We align the new administration with the 
cause of intelligence, honesty, fair-play, de- 
cency and democracy. We will work against 
demogoguery, ignorance, hatred, prejudice and 
wrong doing.” 

If he sticks to that program, he cannot but 
succeed in his desire, as “just an ordinary fel- 
low” to “do a good job for Georgia.”

SHOULD SATISFY THE COMPLAINERS

News that the War Department has announced, 
officially, that the soldiers get coffee with only 
one meal a day should, in a measure, be com- 
forting to those citizens who have been com- 
plaining over the rationing order of coffee, which 
has, of course, reduced the number of cups per 
person in civilian life. However, if our soldiers 
are being rationed to that extent, we feel that 
our people should be satisfied to make the best 
of whatever hardships may be imposed by ihe 
rationing order. . 

These men are undergoing all kinds of hard- 
ships and the best of foods should be furnishéd 
them.

President Roosevelt probably drafted. his recent message to con- 

gress with an eye to making it the leading Allied propaganda 

document of the war. From this standpoint it is difficult to see 
+» how it could have been improved upon. 

Hitler and Tojo are now put to the neces- 
sity of explaining to their dupes how the 
“decadent, inefficient democracy” of America 
can outproduce them in the vital weapons of 
war so quickly after we were drawn into the 
conflict. 

For years they have been telling their peo- 
ple, the Germans and the Japanese, that the 
United States was no longer a nation to be 
feared. What greatness we had achieved, they 
said, was long ago dissipated by too close living 
in the lap of luxury, gained from our accumu- 
lation of riches. 

In Japan the Tokyo warlords constantly sold 
their people the idea that we Americans had 
become a decadent race, grown soft and flabby 
from riding in automobiles and incapable of 
the stamina required to endure severe hard- 
ships. We would be pushovers in any war, the 

people were told. 

Hitler, whether he believed it or not, pretended to share the 
viewpoint of the Japanese. His domestic propaganda theme since 
Wwe entered the war has been designed to convince the German 
people that the United States offered no threat to the victory which 
he had often promised his followers. His own estimate of us must 


have been of a very low order. 
In no other way is it possible to 


ONLY EXPLANATION 
explain how he could have delib- 


erately provoked a war with us. Without waiting for us to take 
the initiative, which. we were not yet prepared to do, he forced the 
issue by joining with the Japs in a declaration of war against us 
within 48 hours after the attack on Pearl Harbor. 

Nothing but a contemptuous disregard for the fighting quality 
of American men.and the productive capacity of our industrial 
machine could have forced upon him such a decision as that. 

Hitler and Tojo, therefore, must have sold themselves also on 
the idea of American decadence. Perhaps they repeated the lie 
often enough to convince themselves. We do know that this is the 
sort of conception they sought to paint of us among their own 
people. 


NOW DISILLUSIONED And now, 13 months to the day after 


Pear! Harbor, President Roosevelt 
comes forward with the sad disillusionment. The factual report he 
gave on our war praduction, the number of planes and ships and 
guns we have built, was a devastating answer to the old Axis de- 
cadent line. 

The President revealed that last year we produced 48,000 mili- 
tary planes—more than the total production of Germany, Italy and 
Japan combined. Also, that we have now reached a figure of more 
than 5,500 planes a month. He disclosed that we have made com- 
parable achievements in tank production, in guns, ammunition and 
other implements of war. 

Although we have been in the war for only 13 months. our arms 
production is already between three and four times as much as it 
was in most categories for the entire period of the last war. Here 
is a record that brought heartening news to the Allied world, and, 
by the same token, a note of profound discouragement to the Axis 
nations. 

Most of the figures Mr. Roosevelt revealed constituted military 
secrets of the first order. In releasing them he evidently felt that 
re information would be far more damaging than useful to the 

X1S. 


SPEECH BROADCAST The British must have felt the same 

way about it. Immediately after the 
message was delivered to congress, steps were taken in London to 
rebroadcast the President’s words to the whole of Europe, with 
particular emphasis on the Axis nations. There is no likelihood of 
the Germans and the Italians not being informed. It is sure to 
throw the fear of God in their hearts. 

Similar steps have been taken with the Japs. They will awaken 
to the realization that we are not as decadent as Tojo and his war- 
lords sought to have them believe. The Jap fighting men have 
already made the discovery. We have been shooting down their 
planes at a ratio of everywhere from four to ten to one ever since 
we started rolling in the Pacific. 

The Germans, too, are learning a thing or two. As the President 
revealed, our air operations in Africa thus far have knocked the 
Nazis down at a ratio of two to one. We are using unseasoned

INAUGURATION On the way back from the capitol I stopped 
and looked up at the bronze figure of Gene 
eral John B. Gordon.

There stood his mother, happy and proud. There was his 
brother, in the uniform of his country, on leave to see the in- 
auguration.

Do you remember the Blue Eagle experiment? It was another 
effort to overcome economic law and human nature by act of 
congress. | 

A few big shots in each line of business were empowered to 
make laws to govern their competitors. Politicians in each 
state appointed people to enforce these “laws,” and the system was 
financed by means of extortion—by forcing each little business. 
man to contribute so much under threat of prosecution. 

A little tailor was arrested and prosecutéd because he didn't 
charge ¢nough for pressing a pair of pants. 

Since the whole scheme violated the. constitution—as the su- 
preme court eventually agreed-—it was lawless from the beginning . 
and its extortions and coercions were criminal. 3 

This Blue Eagle system was a typical example of government 
by commissions or bureaucrats. 

Many well-intentioned and far-sighted men are now studying 
plans to determine the kind of world we shall have after the war. 
This is a good and necessary thing to do, for without such planning 
we shail lose the peace after winning the war, as we did the last 
time. 

But these men are planning for the whole world—not-for Amer- 
ica. They are not making plans to preserve democracy here at 
home. And unless such plans are made, we may lose the very 
thing we are fighting to save. 

At best we shall have a tough fight to save democracy, for all 
the world is choosing between Fascism and Communism. 

Some American leaders say our government has become 
complicated that its affairs cannot be managed except by the 
commission system. But the system means that congress em- 
powers the President to appoint bureaucrats and give them power 
to make laws, and that is not democracy. It is government by 
whim, which can easily become government by tyranny, and thinke 
ing people are tired of it and afraid of it. 

They will endure anything to win the war, but they must plan 
a post-war democracy now or they are likely to get something they 
like less, .

Reported Lost 
In Deal With Hitler 


LONDON, Jan. 12.—(AP)—Adolf Hitler has made a 10- 
point political deal with French Chief of Government Pierre 
Laval which permanently deprives France of 4,800 square 
miles of territory comprising two departments along the Bel- 
gian border, involves sending 400,000 more skilled French 
workers to Germany and promises to strengthen Laval’s 
position among the collaborationist French leaders, a Fight- 
ing French spokesman said today. 


At the same time the long-await-, ~ 


ed agreement, which turned down 
Hitler’s reported plan to conscript 
Frenchmen to fight the United Na- 
tions and put Laval in control of 
the French police in the former oc- 
cupied zone, with fuller adminis- 
trative powers generally, contained 
fewer concessions to the Germans 
than some observers had expected. 

The departments which will not 
be restored to the French state are 
those of Nord and Pas-de-Calais, 
extending from the North Sea 
southward for about 100 miles 
along the Belgian border. They are 
part of the recently created “for- 
bidden zone” in

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—(/)— 
President Roosevelt approved to- 
day a plan for two major money- 
raising campaigns for relief activi- 
ties this year, one in the spring by 
the American Red Cross and the 
other in October for “a national 
war fund.” 

The latter will replace the var- 
jous individual campaigns for the 
United Service Organizations, 
Community Chest and council, 
those of certain state war chest 
organizations and the drive of ma- 
jor foreign relief agencies. 

The formula for the two cam- 
paigns was resented in a report 
of the war relief control board of 
of the War Relief Control Board 
of which Joseph F Davies, former 
ambassador to Russia and to Bel- 
gium, is chairman. 

Davies said that Winthrop A\l- 
drich, of New York, had agreed to 
assemble a group of organizing 
trustees for the National War 
Fund. He said they would.be “the 
focal point from which the 48 
states, the 600 Community Chest 
cities and the many unorganized 
counties are to be approached in 
the formation of a central and na- 
tional voluntary and civic organi- 
zation.” 

President Roosevelt issued this 
stat.ment: 

“I am glad to approve of the 
report of the War Relief Control 
Board. I note with special satis- 
faction the provision for the wide 
participation in planning and op- 
eraton of this enterprise which 
makes it far more than just an- 
oth*r campaign. 

“It will contribute greatly to our 
unity, enthusiasm and power 
the war effort when it joins our 
concern for our own men and 
women in the service, our. sup- 
port of our fighting allies and the 
nations enchained, and our deter- 
mination to hold the line on the 
home front. 

“This:clears away any national 
drive which might compete with 
the most important Red Cross 
campaign in March.”
